THE FARMER AND HIS BANKER 


The banker is the servant of all the vocations. But he is peculiarly the 
friend of the farmer. Let us consider the relations of the two. 

The farmer is in touch with the commercial and financial world on every 
hand. First, he must market what he produces in the marts of the world. 
He is subject to the level of price established by the supply and demand and 
as it is affected by the stock exchanges of the country. He is therefore inter- 
ested vitally in all the laws which tend to an equality of opportunity of effort. 
He is the producer. He is the primal agent of all other vocations in that 
upon his initiative and labor depend the fortunes of those who labor in other 
ways. He desires a free interchange of products The common earriers are 
his agents. The stock exchanges do his bidding. And all the laws which 
affect trade nationally affect him. Tle it is whom the tariff first affects. 
Whether it affords him protection or the opposite is for the politician to dis- 
cuss. 

We mention it as one of the factors in the life of the farmer. Again, he 
must stand for a large and inereasing part of the taxes of the community. for 
the land out of which he digs his living eannot be hid, and is indeed the basis 


of taxation. In the same way he is interested in the finance and money of a 
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nation because he has to do with price and with growmg things that live over 
from year to year. His contracts have long time as one of their elements and 
the stability and uniformity of a medium of exchange is a prime component 
of his prosperity. 

Now all this vast fabric of commerce and finance, interlocked and inter. 
woven, and having to do with the happiness of the individual, and the pros- 
perity of the nation is based largely upon eredit. And the bank is the maker 
of credit. Thus the farmer is very close to the banking system of a country. 


And before going further it may be well to suggest that it is not so much 
the money standard after all that the farmer is interested in as he is in the 
unfailing supply of this credit in time of need. The politician of late years 
has been going over the land telling the farmer that he must have more money 
and that money ought to be issued to him on some principle akin to fiat money. 
At least he ought to have grain certificates or land notes. But the amount of 
money, it is now known to all thinking men, is not the vital question, but the 
quality thereof. This being settled, it is seen that a small circulation is all that 
is necessary, if the standard be perfect and inflexible, provided, and note the 
proviso, there be ample credit available at all times. The bank is the natural 
fountain of this issue of credit. The small sums of the individuals put togeth- 
er in the bank form a pool which becomes the basis of credit which grows by 
its own issues to volumes of astounding figures. 


Thus, the farmer, in touch, as we say, with this whole commercial fabric 
which rests on credit, is interested in having a perfected banking system 
that trade may be free and easy, and sufficient to meet the demands of the 
country. For in the perfection of exchange lies the farmer’s opportunity. He 
must sell his products and receive others in return. If he cannot sell he loses 
his labor. For he produces more than he ean consume. True, he may use 
his land for stock and grazing purposes but he cannot eat the cattle upon a 
thousand hills, he must sell, and selling, he must have a great commercial field. 
or he gets nothing in return, and the bank is the promoter and guardian of 
this commercial field. 


The farmer, if he understood the intricacies of the work of the bank, would 
find that by the issuance of the draft it furnishes the money of the country 
do this very commercial business. And if this depends on a medium that is 
sufficient, which being called into existence at need performs its service and 
expires, and the bank is the manufactory of the credit money represented 
by the draft, then, a perfection of banking methods, will be an aid to the 
establishment of uniform markets and prices on which the welfare of the 
farmer depends. Then in-so-far as the laws of the land may foster and aid 
banking the farmer ought to be their supporter 


At least he should see that to join in a senseless cry against the banks as 
the representatives of a socalled vicious currency is to work against his own 
direct interests and the interests of his vocation. The farmer is really more 
vitally interested in banking than any other man. He depends upon this 
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creat commercial interchange. He can live, it is true, more independent than 
other men. But if he is to get the good of his surplus it is by the methods 
named. And only through the existence of the bank can this be accomplished. 

The farmer should lean upon the bank as he would upon a friend. He 
should be the first to defend its operations and its existence. The making 
of the bank an exponent of money and its supposed power to harass and im- 
poverish the people ought to be the last of the ignorance which governs a 
farmer’s political life. On the other hand, from the standpoint of self-interes! 
alone, the farmer should be the defender of the bank’s methods, and should be 
the solicitor for an. expansive system of banking which would meet the needs 
of every community however remote from the great centers of activity and 
trade. More banks and better ones should be his ery. 

In another way the banker aids the farmer. He is the friend of the mer- 
chant. And the merchant is the intermediary between the farmer and his 
market. He brings to the door of the farmer the thousand and one articles 
of his daily use and need, and the bank enables him to do this by its system of 
eredit. The bank through credit-making is the promoter of the industrial 
energy of the town and locally at least the farmer is dependent on the town. 
But these aids are forms of the general aid of which we have spoken. 

Coming down to the personal relation between the farmer and his banker 
we find that the farmer must needs be a borrower more than others. His 
crop is his stay. Harvest comes but once a year. Of course, in thicky settled 
communities, the good farmer has something to sell almost every month in the 
year. But generally speaking the farmer depends on the annual harvest and 
he must be ‘‘earried’’ from one to the other. The banker does this. He 
loans him money for his urgent needs. 

Again, the farmer if he have money ought not to keep it at home. He is 
exposed to marauders and is alone. He should put his money in a safe re- 
ceptacle where it will be forthcoming when wanted. The bank has safes and 
vaults that are burglar and fire proof, and besides is responsible with its whole 
capital stock for the return of all deposits. The farmer without keeping a 
dollar at home is enabled to transact his business in a perfectly safe manner 
by the use of checks. The value of this, in communities over the country, is 
not estimated by those who profit thereby, because it is so common. The bank 
is such a fixture in our affairs and performs for all of us so many gratuitous 
and beneficial services that we do not know its true value unless we stop and 
enumerate some of its works. 

More and more as the rural mail delivery and the telephone come into the 
service of the farmer does the bank become indispensable to him. He not only 
can give a check but he ean receive one and deposit it by mail The draft 
which is returned for the sale of his cattle goes to the bank by mail, and in 
the alembie of that institution is converted to money at his need. And the 
check which he gives may pass through several hands, paying debts, before it 
is finally placed to the credit of a depositor, again to be checked upon, forming 
a book eredit, which system takes the place entirely of money. The value of 
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this which is performed free of charge (indeed all banks will sooner or later 
come to pay interest for the privilege of holding deposits), is inestimable to 
any community. 

And while the banker is doing this service he is keeping a record of the in- 
comes and expenditures of the farmer. At the end of a month, or at such 
times as may be desired, this pass book is balaneed and the checks returned, 
which checks take the form of receipts and vouchers, and the book becomes 
the permanent record of the farmer. The bank as the farmer’s bookkeeper is 
a pleasant thing to acknowledge. 

The banker is supposed to have better information of business customs, 
forms and laws than any other man in the small community. He stands ready, 
by the immemorial custom of his business, to give advice to patrons. The 
farmer engaged in an isolated employment, and somehow because of his un- 
familiarity with certain business forms the prey of the shark, is more in need 
of the advice of the banker than other men. This is no reflection. He is not 
less intelligent but his information goes to things of which the town man knows 
comparatively nothing. This relation between banker and farmer is a bene- 
ficial one and is confidential. 

Now on the other hand the farmer is a good depositor and a good borrower 
and therefore he is a desirable customer for the banker to have. This relation, 
then, of mutual good should bind the two together and make one the defender 
of the other. 


In the consideration of the questions which polities thrusts to the front, 
the farmer can be of especial benefit to the banker. In the matter of taxation 
the farmer must know, the farmer who thinks will know, that there is a great 
discrepancy between the amount of tax the farmer pays and the amount the 
banker pays. In the ordinary assessment the percentage of the cash value of 
property of the two classes is as fifty for the farmer to one hundred for the 
banker. And at all times it seems to be the purpose of the legislatures of the 
states to make the banks pay an excessive rate of taxation. By his influence 
and voice in affairs the farmer ean do much to relieve this situation. In-as- 
much as he is a borrower at the bank he must pay, to a certain extent this 
taxation. And if it were not to his interest, it would be right for him, to strive 
to make these two classes of property pay the same proportionate rate of taxa- 
tion. Much ean be done to remedy this widespread evil if the farmer will de- 
mand that the bank which is of such inestimable value to him and his business 
pay no more than its share to sustain the government. 

In addition to this home influence exerted on legislation, the farmer can. 
by his voice, exert an influence on the national questions of finance which are 
arraying class against class. If he will stand for honest money and an inflex- 
ible standard of value he can do much to thwart the dangerous demand for fiat 
money. For what the farmer of the valley advocates is apt to become a law. 


CHARLES W. STEVENSON. 
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HOW COTTON ACCOUNTS ARE BEST HANDLED 


Cotton accounts and how best handled supplied an interesting topie for the 
edification of bankers who listened to a dissertation on the subjeet by J. T. 
McCarthy, cashier of the Texas Bank & Trust Company of Galveston before 
the Texas Bankers’ association at the convention recently held in Corpus 
Christi. ‘‘The subject that I have seleeted,’’ he said, ‘*to speak on today is, 
in my opinion, one of the greatest, if not the greatest and most important, of 
any subject before the bankers of the entire South and of the Texas bankers in 
particular. In round figures the value of the cotton erop of Texas for the 
season of 1905-07 was over $200,000,000. 

“To begin with I can say without fear of contradiction that there is no 
business that passes over your counter that gives you more concern than your 
cotton account or that is handled in so loose a manner, due in a large measure 
to no fault of the cotton buyer or shipper, but to yourselves. In the first in- 
stance, When the farmer in the spring e¢alls on you for a loan, you give it to 
him with the hope that his planting will be sueeessful and that the weather 
conditions will be favorable for a good harvest. When he has gathered his 
cotton, taken it to the gin, he brings it to town on his wagon and dumps it in 
the cotton yard, which, in many instances, is run or controlled by people who 
have absolutely no capital or responsibility. The cotton buyer or the merchant 
offers him a price for the cotton, which he declines, saying that he expects the 
market to go higher; he then calls on you as his banker with cotton yard tick- 
ets for an additional loan, which you make, taking as seeurity the cotton yard 
tickets. What value, if any, is this cotton vard ticket? If the cotton is 
burned, have you in your vault a blanket policy covering it? Tf it is dam- 
aged by the elements, who loses—you or the farmer? I hear some one say, 
“We have a blanket policy covering country damage, loss by fire, ete.” Then 
if you are honest with yourself, with your customers and with the insurance 
company, it is wrong for you to leave this cotton exposed to the elements and 
every other risk. If a farmer walks into your bank and says he has fifty 
bushels of wheat dumped in the lot, you will not lend him 5 cents on it, 
but if he brings in an elevator receipt, showing that he has in the elevator fifty 

bushels of wheat, you would readily take it as collateral. 

‘Why this discrimination? Beeause the insurance company has been good 
enough to issue the blanket policy. If the insurance company with whom the 
reinsurance is carried knew of the actual conditions that exist with reference 
to the storing and handling of cotton they would cancel every risk they had. 
I say, gentlemen, that it is your duty to urge and demand when a farmer 
brings his cotton to town that it be stored in a responsible warehouse. I am not 
unmindful of the fact that today there are being built throughout the South 
and especially in Texas warehouses for the storing of cotton, and T trust the 
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time is not far distant when every town where cotton is received will have a 
warehouse, and it is your duty as leaders in your community to see that this 
is done immediately, and demand of your farmer when his cotton is ginned 
and baled that it be taken to a warehouse and stored. When he brings you 
warehouse receipts, you will know that the cotton is fully insured and that 
it is in every way protected and guarded both from fire and the elements. In 
this way the character of the cotton is in no wise impaired and when you take 


the cotton warehouse receipt, showing there are so many bales of cotton of 
such weight and grade, you know what your collateral is. I hear some one say, 
‘That is impractical; the farmer objects to storing his cotton in warehouses. 
He says, ‘“‘If I put my cotton in your warehouse it will lose in weight, and 
when I come to sell it there will be a difference of ten to twelve pounds and ] 
don’t propose to lose by putting my cotton in your warehouse; I will leave it 
in the yard and let it absorb the rain and moisture and when I sell it it will 
weigh more than when I picked it.’ 

‘*First of all, such farmers are not desirable citizens; second, if he for one 
moment presumes that the purchaser of this cotton is not taking all these 
things into consideration when he buys it, he is badly mistaken. 

‘*Now, gentlemen, I have said more along this line than I anticipated say- 
ing. What I started out to tell you was, ‘How Best,’ in my humble opinion, 
‘to Handle Cotton Accounts.’ First, let me say, and with much emphasis, that 
the cotton account in nine cases out of ten is based more on the individual than 
on the collateral that he offers; for if he is a raseal the collateral that he offers 
is hardly to be considered, as there are many ways for him to swindle you if 
there is any intention. On the other hand, there are many men who engage in 
the cotton business who are as upright and honorable as men in any walk of 
life; and right here I want to say that when you stop to think, the percentage 
of men who engage in the cotton business that go wrong is so small that they 
ean hardly be counted. On the other hand, when one does go wrong, nine 
times out of ten he goes wrong for more than enough to wreck the average 
country bank, hence it is very important that you know in the beginning all 
about the man whose cotton account you are going to handle. When he makes 
his arrangements and talks with you about his line of credit, and you have set- 
tled with him as to how much you will advance, then you want to examine his 
insurance policy and have it deposited with you, being very careful to see that 
it carries the clause in it, ‘Loss, if any, payable to your bank,’ as your interest 
may appear. And further, that it is taken out with a responsible company and 
one who is authorized to do business in your State, and whatever you do, under 
no circumstance accept a policy which carries in it a limited loss clause at any 
one point. This is a catch that a great many of the insurance companies try 
to insert in their policies, and is fraught with great danger, both to the cotton 
buyer and the banker. 

‘*When your buyer begins checking on you, unless he is representing a very 
large concern who is responsible, independent of the collateral offered, it is 
your duty to see that each check that you cash is accompanied by a compress 
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or warehouse receipt, showing the number of bales that he is paying for; this 
done, you have gotten practically all the collateral you are able to get, unless 
in the beginning he was able to deposit with you a margin, which should be re- 
quired by all banks and should be at least $5 to $7 per bale. 

Now, when he comes to ship out this cotton he will in all probability give 
you a railroad bill of lading covering so many bales of cotton Before you 
forward his draft with this bill of lading attached it is your duty to send vr 
take this bill of lading to the railroad agent who signed it and ask him if he has 
actually received the cotton called for. If he replies that he has, then ask him 
to write across the face of the bill of lading ‘Cotton actually received,’ because 
if he has not actually received the cotton called for before he signed the bill 
of lading the same is invalid if the cotton is never delivered. 

I want to say here that the Supreme Court of the United States on several 
oceasions has held that if a railroad agent signs a bill of lading for something 
that he has not actually received, either on the depot platform or on the ears, 
that the railroad company is in no wise responsible for his act if the shipper 
fails to deliver to him the goods called for in the bill of lading. My reason 
for saying that you should have him certify that he had received the goods is 
to show prima facie that you have used the necessary diligence before accept- 
ing the draft with bill of lading attached. 


‘Recently, or, to be more accurate, in the month of April, the ship agents 
representing the principal steamship lines operating between Galveston and 
nearly all of the principal foreign ports got together and agreed that in future 
they would not sign a ship bill of lading unless the cotton was actually on the 
wharf and within reach of the ship’s tackle, and they have issued a circular 
notifying the shippers of their action. Since this cireular was issued the ship- 
pers have met on several occasions and are still working to have the steamship 
owners change this rule and to issue in lieu of the railroad bill of lading a ship 
bill of lading, reading that the ship’s bill of lading is issued against delivery 
to them of bill of lading numbered so and so, of such a railroad. As yet the 
steamship owners have not agreed to this, and I do not believe that they are 
going to do it. The shippers, on the other hand, say that if the steamship 
owners adhere to the circular issued by their agents in April and demand ac- 
tual delivery of the cotton at the ship’s side that they will then take out what 
is commonly known as the ‘‘through bill of lading,’’ which gives the destina- 
tion of the cotton and the steamship line to which it is to be ultimately turned 
over by the railroad company. 

“What I want to emphasize is, that this through bill of lading is practically 
no bill of lading at all for the following reasons: 

“The railroad agent signs a through bill of lading and the responsibility of 
his road ceases the minute it turns the cotton over to a connecting carrier, i. e., 
some other road. If the owner, of the cotton starts to tracing it through a ter- 
minal line at Galveston, he is informed that this line did not issue the original 
bill of lading. He then takes it up with the general freight agent of the issu- 
ing line, and is informed that they turned it over to a connecting line, and 
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that they (the connecting line) are responsible. He is practically without any 
way whatever to locate his property. He has no one to whom to present the 
bill of lading to demand delivery of the goods; the ship agent has assumed no 
authority or responsibility and does not assume it until the cotton is delivered 
to him, so he is powerless to help him. The result therefore is that in the event 
of irregularities carlessness, fraud or collusion, the owner of the bill of lading 
is dependent absolutely upon the whim of the railroads as to when they will 
settle the matter. If indeed they settle it at all. It would be practically im- 
possible to fix liability in any court. 


‘‘Again, if this cotton is turned over to some steamship agent, who may be 
irresponsible, the liability of the railroad company ceases. The holder of the 
bill of lading can look only to the ship agent, and while Galveston ship agents, 
as a rule, are responsible, what is to prevent any one from chartering a tramp 
steamer, making contracts with the railroads for cotton on through bills of lad- 
ing? After the railroads turn the cotton over to him, if the cotton is lost or 
misplaced, there is no recourse on the ship, because the ship has never received 
it; the sole recourse is on the agent, and a man of integrity, but limited means, 
may, by the carelessness or dishonesty of his clerks in the office or on the 
wharves, be short several hundred, or indeed several thousand bales of cot- 
ton, which, no matter how honest he may be, he is simply unable to pay. 
Whereas, under the old rule, if a draft is turned down that has attached to it 
either a railroad bill of lading or a ship bill of lading there is no defense (ii 


the bill of lading is genuine) that the railroad or steamship company can set 
up, consequently your claim is given immediate attention without the necessity 
of litigation. And the country banker who accepts a ‘through bill of lading’ 
for a foreign port, does so at his peril, unless the shipper of the cotton is good 
for the amount independent of the bill of lading. 


‘Before I finish, I will read to you some questions that I propounded to 
some very reputable attorneys and their answers. It is, therefore, very impor- 
tant in making your arrangements with a cotton buyer that you have it under- 
stood that you will not accept his draft with through bill of lading attached. 
You must insist in the very beginning of the season that you will only accept 
a railroad bill of lading which is to be exchanged at some port for ship bill of 
lading signed by the agent or captain on export cotton. 


‘“We must not overlook the fact that conditions that prevailed three or four 
years ago are antiquated today, due to the fact that all methods are undergo- 
ing great changes, and the enormous increase of every character of business, 
hence we must not be behind the times; on the contrary, we should endeavor at 
all times to be ahead of the times and prepared for new conditions as they 
arise. I trust that at the beginning of the cotton season of 1907-08 we will see 
many reforms with reference to the handling of cotton accounts and bills of 
lading.’’ 
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ASSET CURRENCY CHALLENGED 


At the Minnesota State Bankers’ convention last month, Andrew J. Frame, 
president of the Waukesha National bank of Waukesha, Wis., spoke on ‘‘The 
Fallacies of the Curreney Plan of the American Bankers’ Association Com- 
mittee.’ Mr. Frame charged the leaders of the American Bankers’ association 
with sidetracking discussion of the currency question on the occasion of the 
last annual meeting at St. Louis. Two long addresses favoring asset curreney, 
he said, were given an advantageous place on the program, but only a brief pe- 
riod, near the close of the session, when speakers were limited to five minutes 
each, was allotted to replies. Mr. Frame continued: ‘‘The wirepulling almost 
out Tammanyed Tammany. It did not cease after the convention adjourned, 
but packed a currency committee which brought forth what consistently can 
be called a wildeat currency plan that congress would not swallow.”’ 

Mr. Frame said in part: ‘‘There is no dispute as to the fact that today 
the United States has a banking power almost equal to the remainder of the 
world. The individual deposits are over $12,000,000,000, which represents ac- 
tual, not fictitious capital; our credit system has grown to colossal proportions ; 
as a basis for this mighty structure we hold of the world’s standard of value, 
that stands through storm as well as sunshine, in gold coin, say, $1,600,000,000. 
In addition we have in silver nearly $700,000,000; legal tender notes, $346,- 
« 000,000; national bank notes, about $600,000,000; total soft money, $1,646.- 








ft 000,000. 

3 ‘Therefore, in view of the vast sums of non-standard money in the United 
z States, which even the National City Bank of New York says, threaten to force 
E the export of gold under the Gresham law; in view of the fact that this coun- 


try has over $800,000,000 uncovered currency, which is double that of Great 
Britain, France and Germany combined; in view of the fact that our per 
capita circulation of over $32 per head exceeds all other progressive nations, 
France alone excepted, where cash is extensively used and not checks, because 
of the stamp tax; in view of the fact we have fought successfully the bat- 
. tle of the standards since 1873, I cannot understand why the ‘powers that be’ 
: in the great American Bankers’ Association, who ought to be leaders in con- 
servatism, should undertake to bring about a sentiment to commit this coun- 
try to 18th century fiatism again, by the issue of over $200,000,000 of asset or 
credit currency —as a starter only, according to one of the most aggressive ad- 
vocates—with only 5 per cent, secured and 95 per cent fiat. 

‘This plan undoubtedly would arouse distrust in the minds of the masses, 
especially in troublous times, when it is of paramount importance to allay dis- 
trust. Taint our currency issues with even a breath of suspicion, and our pros- 
perity will be undermined as by an insidious disease. The quick redemption 
theory I am convinced will prove fallacious, impractical and even impossible 
under our system. If the plan did not work, then it would either drive gold

out of the country by the injection of this inferior currency, or would produce 
inflation, resulting in increased frenzy of speculative promotions with all their 
train of evils. 


‘ce 


It is generally conceded that the quality of our money is unquestioned 
and the quantity ample for all legitimate requirements under normal condi- 
tions. Further, that we have vast accumulations of surplus capital, immense 
deposits and a large per capita circulation; therefore if a national bank ex- 
tends its loans to the limit of assets, why should the special privilege be granted 
to enter the field of ‘kiting’ by swapping I. O. U.’s taxed 3 per cent per annum, 
for its customers’s note drawing 5 per cent to 7 per cent interest for the profit 
there is in it, any more than a state bank, merchant or manufacturer? Ifa 
merchant or manufacturer should do such a thing his banker would eall a halt 
on his credit at once. 


‘Instead of providing easy and profitable methods of currency issues, 
which only increase speculative frenzy, let us put a sufficiently severe penalty 
upon extra currency issues to prevent overexpansion, of credits in banking, as 
well as in all other pursuits, if we would inspire a spirit of conservatism. 


‘‘The easy remedy proposed by the currency committee of voluntarily is- 
suing fictitious capital by banks generally, practically without collateral, at 
their own sweet will, when a demand is made upon them for the owner’s actual 
capital, or of swapping such fictitious capital for a customer’s note, in view of 
the calamitous results recorded profusely in all history, has been rejected gen- 
erally the world over. I feel confident that if the bankers of this country do 
favor the unsound measure for what few loaves and fishes there are in it, con- 
gress will not commit the unpardonable blunder of placing it upon the statute 
books. 


‘*As the contemplated issues are subject only to a 3 per cent per annum 
tax; as the issues are entirely at the voluntary command of any national bank, 
practically without collateral security ; as many good banks pay 3 per cent and 
upward as interest on deposits and the quick redemption theory will not work, 
how many banks, in their greed for profit would go the full length of their 
tether, stretching the rubber currency to the limit, and thus still further the 
evil spirit of speculation instead of instilling a spirit of conservatism. The 
very banks that ought not to be allowed the right would be the very ones to go 
to the limit. I consider the proposition of the American Bankers’ Association 
committee to issue credit currency or I. O. U.’s subject to a small 3 per cent 
tax secured by only 5 per cent collateral, and the other 95 per cent pure fiat, 
unsound, unsafe, unparalleled, and positively dangerous. 

‘*T present the following five challenges. 


‘Ist. I respectfully challenge any member of the currency committee or 
any advocate of asset currency to point to a single progressive country on earth 
where small, independent country banks are allowed to issue currency backed 
by only 5 per cent collateral, the remaining 95 per cent of such currency being 
purely fiat. 
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‘94. I challenge any man to prove that easy methods of issuing currency 
have not been discarded in all progressive nations. 

‘34. I challenge any man to disprove the fact that only great central- 
ized banks, with very large reserves and rigid restrictions as to loans, in all 
progressive nations are allowed to issue currency at all, with but few excep- 
tions, where charters have not expired, and right to issue is limited under rigid 
restrictions. 

‘4th. I challenge any man to prove that the method of redemption uro- 
posed—which the asset currency advocates claim as the crucial test of success 
or failure—has any parallel on earth, or affords any practical assurance that 
it will work under our banking system. 

‘5th. I challenge any man to prove that ‘a bank note is essentially the 
same in principle as a deposit payable on demand,’ or that ‘it resembles in 
character * * * a current deposit liability of the bank.’ 

‘‘T am free to say that after many years of diligent study over this prob- 
lem, I am firmly convineéd the recommendation of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce for a bank similar to the Imperial Bank of Germany is far the best. 
The capital stock of such a bank might be $50,000,000, to be taken by the banks 
of the country in sums not ‘to exceed 5 per cent of the capital of each, to pre- 
vent monopoly, and each State bankers’ association might annually elect one 
man, and jointly they could elect say nine directors, three for three years each, 
alternating—thus abolishing all political interference and accomplishing the 
object sought on sound lines. 


‘This plan will accomplish the object sought in an absolutely sound man- 
ner; it will not lead the bankers of the country generally to further expand 
their credit and thus feed the fires of speculation which have already gone 
beyond the limits of conservatism; it will not drive gold out of the country 
under the Gresham law by the injection of any more inferior currencies, which 
must be avoided if our standard of value is to be maintained, and New York 
city is ever to become the world’s financial center. It will also furnish cash at 
all times when necessary to move the crops, or under panic conditions to loan 
to all solvent parties that the wheels of commerce be not stilled and general 
paralysis result; the rate of interest will automatically drive home the extra 
issues as soon as confidence is restored, inflation will not result and the ma- 
chinery will be ready for the next urgent call; 10, 20, 50 or 100 per cent money 
will be unknown, and the bears will be checked in their Black Friday on- 
slaughts; the Secretary of the Treasury will heave a sigh of relief from press- 
ing importunities; every bank in the country, whether national, state, private 
savings or trust company, will directly or indirectly through correspondents, 
get relief if entitled to it.’’ 
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FLAWS IN UNIVERSAL BILL OF LADING 


The promulgation of the new universal bill of lading is being delayed pend- 
ing a second conference between a committee of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation and the general committee framing the new conditions. When the 
work was commenced more than three years ago a committee headed by Louis 
E. Pearson, president of the Irving National Exchange Bank of New York, 
suggested certain conditions which the general committee did not accept asa 
whole, but the association offered a bill in congress providing for a bill of 
lading along lines suggested. 

The general committee followed all the suggestions of the bankers’ associa- 
tion except one, in which the bankers sought to compel the railroads to have 
two forms of bills of lading, one for ordinary shipments and not negotiable, 
and another which would be negotiable, the latter to be consecutively nun- 
bered, and when issued the railroad would be responsible in case of manipn- 
lation. 


This condition was repugnant to the railroad portion of the general com- 
mittee, and the commercial interests did not feel it would be just to saddle 
such a condition on the carriers. The general committee inserted in the new 
conditions that a bill of lading must be ‘‘to order’’ to be a negotiable paper, 


and if it was not so made it was non-negotiable, and any one lending money 
on it would do so at their own risk. This is satisfactory to all interests in- 
volved except the bankers. 

It is probable a meeting will be arranged at an early date, as it is the in- 
tention to put the new bill of lading into force as soon as possible. The inter- 
state commerce commission will promulgate the bill of lading as soon as the 
bankers and general committee have reached an understanding, it being satis- 
factory to the commission. 

Louis E. Pierson, president of the Irving National Exchange Bank of 
New York and Chairman of the Bill of Lading Committee of the American 
Bankers’ Association, delivered an address before the Convention of the 
Michigan Bankers’ Association at Detroit last month advocating the passage 
of the law proposed by the committee. Mr. Pierson said in part: 

‘‘One of the most vital questions now before our commercial interests }s 
whether or not the inland order bill of lading is to be continued in use as a 
basis for credit. 

‘“*Tf it is to be so contiued, then its method of issue must be properly regu- 
lated and safeguarded and Legislative enactment obtained to fairly protect all 
advancing value upon the security which it apparently represents; neither oi 
these situations now exist, nor are covered in the proposed new uniform bill 
of lading under consideration by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
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‘‘Pailure to obtain such protection cannot but result in the elimination of 
bills of lading as a basis for advances in the financing of every crop of im- 
portance throughout the United States, and necessarily throw back upon pro- 
dueers the entire burden of obtaining funds to quickly pay. help and other 
local obligations at harvesting time. 

‘‘This situation is not fancied but real, and has been earnestly discussed by 
Clearing House interests at several of our most important shipping points, 
where consideration has been given to the advisability of recommending that 
advances on bills of lading be made only upon certain restrictive conditions. 

‘‘This condition could mean the cessation of a large percentage of ship- 
ments until there could be adopted some new method very likely involving 
the transfer of all shipping operations to corporations of unlimited eredit, ac- 
companied by the elimination of shippers of moderate means, who, to handle 
their operations, now depend upon order bills of lading as collateral. 

‘*The order bill of lading has come to stay; it is an instrument of commerce 
which has initiated a simple method of financing every crop of importance in 
the agricultural states of the union, and its great value to the movement of our 
domestic commerce is unchallenged. 

‘‘The promissory note two centuries ago likewise initiated a method of 
finance, which, after proper legislative regulation, is today of immeasurable 
value. Why not, therefore, make legitimate this order bill of lading, today a 
child commerce, which, in its manhood, will bring to every producer and 
shipper greater facilities to market their products and increased freight re- 
ceipts to every railroad ? 

‘In place of the derelict now in use give life to a uniform and assignable 
document, with the rights of all parties clearly defined, and every producer, 
shipper, banker, merchant and railroad man will rejoice.”’ 


‘MONEY AND MARKETS IN JULY 


Profit-taking and adverse developments produced more or less reaction in 
the stock market last month. Confidence has been somewhat unsettled by the 
aggressive attitude of Federal, State and city Governments towards corpora- 
tions; by sensational reports concerning our relations with Japan, and by un- 
certainties regarding the monetary outlook, which remain perplexing Bank 
reserves are excessively low for the season and are being further depleted this 
week by large Treasury absorptions. We are now within six weeks of the crop- 
moving season, when requirements on that account will begin to assert them- 
Selves and when bank reserves should be rising. In view of the present insis- 
tent demands upon capital and the practical exhaustion of supply, the outlook 
for the money market is anything but satisfactory. Firm rates are almost sure 
to predominate, and there is no possibility of any continued bull movement in 
securities under existing conditions. Whether more gold will be shipped to 
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Europe or not does not yet appear. Under ordinary conditions such shipments 
would create no uneasiness considering our ample supply. With the situation 
as it is, gold shipments, however, are watched with more or less jealousy. 
Time money rate is 6 per cent, running into next January, and there is no 
prospect of any material improvment in sight. The practical failure of the 
Atchison, Union Pacifie and New York city loans is particularly significant, 
especially in view of the present congested condition of the security markets. 


Another source of unsettlement has been the rather suddenly aggressive 
attitude of the Government towards the trusts and monopolies, to say nothing 
of state and municipal activities in the same direction. There is no doubt that 
public opinion demands that some restraint be put upon the monopolistic 
abuses of great corporations. The use of corrective measures, however, re- 
quires great deliberation and caution, and the recent action against the To- 
bacco Trust, being altogether too rapid and too drastic, is likely to unsettle 
general confidence and to injure many entirely innocent parties. As there 
are some doubts about the constitutionality of the latest step of the Govern- 
ment, it is perhaps premature to indulge in any excessive apprehension regard- 
ing the consequences. It may be necessary for the Government to modify 
or moderate its present attitude. 


Whatever the legal possibilities may be, it is hardly good policy to resort 
to such radical treatment. Such drastic measures are scarcely needed; and 
if the surgeon’s knife is to be applied, it should at least be used in the most 
skillful and least injurious manner. Contracts in restraint of trade are prob- 
ably inevitable to some extent in modern business. It is mainly a question as 
to whether such contracts are just and reasonable in their operations. If mo- 
nopoliy is to be prevented, it cannot be done by attempting the impossible task 
of breaking up and redistributing a huge corporation into its original parts. 
Such a procedure is wholly impracticable There is no doubt that flagrant 
abuses have crept into the management of our great corporations and rail- 
roads and that public interests demand their correction and regulation; but 
the latest cure would be worse than the disease; and the Government must 
adopt more rational methods, unless it wishes to bring on a crisis which would 
destroy its own supports and delay, if not wreck, the cause of genuine reform. 


Another cause of apprehension has been the foolish talk of war with Japan. 
There is no possibility in sight of any serious trouble between us. Japan is 
neither able nor willing for a trial of strength with the United States. Her 
statesmen are too wise to consider any such contingency possible. Japanese 
finances have already been strained by the war with Russia, and Japan pos- 
sesses neither the money nor the credit necessary to carry on war against a 
country of such strength and resources as the United States. Financial con- 
siderations alone are such as to be an effectual prevention against hostilities 
between the two countries. Japan unquestionably has some cause for irrita- 
tion at the treatment of the Japanese in California, and the delay of our Gov- 
ernment to rigidly enforce Japan’s treaty rights in the State of California is 
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a shortcoming on our part that ought, from a sheer sense of justice, to be ree- 
tified. There is no doubt, whatever, that if the points of controversy could 
be left to the diplomats of both countries that all points of irritation would 
be quickly removed. 

The crop outlook at present is the best feature of encouragement. The 
country has now had a month of fine growing weather, thus doing much 
towards recovering from a very backward spring. The wheat harvest is now 
well advanced and promises a yield of over 630,000,000 bushels. While this is 
about 100,000,000 bushels less than a year ago, it is still a good average result; 
last year, it must be remembered, having produced a bumper crop. The out- 
look for corn is for a yield of 2,560,000,000 bushels, a decrease of 500,000,000 
bushels compared with last year’s bumper crop. There are no indications any- 
where of crop failures. The general outlook is for a full average yield. Even 
cotton does not promise a short crop. ‘ 

The bright feature in the situation is the certainty of a large demand for 
all of our agricultural products both at home and abroad. The wheat shortage 
in Europe insures a good demand for any surplus which we may have of that 
commodity. There is also the prospect of a large demand for cotton. Prices 
of all agricultural products are high, and must be yielding the farmers large 
net returns. The only unsatisfactory present feature in the crop outlook is 
that both cotton and corn are at least from one to three weeks backward; they 
are, therefore, particularly exposed to the danger of early frost, and a late fall 
with good weather during the interval will be needed to secure a good yield of 
these crops. . 

The general business situation shows little change. Our iron and textile 
industries continue active and prosperous. In other departments of industry 
there are signs of reaction with no general weakness. The reduction in the 
price of copper was significant and timely. There is no doubt that the high 
prices of commodities and labor are exercising a deterrent effect upon business, 
the extent of which is not yet forseen. HENRY CLEWS. 


INTEREST CREATES CIRCULATION 


That the system of interest payments begun by trust companies makes cir- 
culation was asserted at the twelfth annual convention of the Washington 
Bankers’ Association at Spokane, by John Schram of Seattle, treasurer of the 
Washington Trust Company. The subject of his address was ‘‘Ethies of 
Banks and Trust Companies,’’ and he said in part: 

“‘It may be worth while to put aside practical questions for a few minutes 
and give a little thought to the philosophical side of our vocation; the bearing 
it has upon affairs of life and its relation with and toward other business en- 
terprises. Present-day banking has reached a plane of development far be- 
yond what was formerly thought the proper scope of operation in the new 
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features that trust companies bring into the business as desirable functions for 
the same company to perform. 


‘**The practice of old-time companies in not paying interest on check counts 
is Justified on the ground that the service of keeping the cash account of an in- 
dividual, firm or corporation, and acting as disbursing agent, is well worth 
the profit that can be made on the balances on hand. This being true, what ex- 
cuse is there for trust companies paying interest beside performing the sery- 
ices that the other banks do? 


**No doubt when the system of interest payment was adopted by trust com- 
panies it was done to get business and good results were obtained. A beneficial 
influence on the relation between banks and the public has also followed which 
may not have been thought of at the outset. The payment of interest has 
brought a lot of idle money into circulation from safe deposit vaults and other 
hiding places, and causes people to be less in haste for permanent investment, 
thus barely increasing the amount of money on deposit in banks, he)ping those 
that do not pay interest as well as those that do. 


**It is plainly evident that banking and trust business are of kindred na- 
ture and that the larger field of operation enhances the usefulness of the in- 
stitution to the community. The general banking feature of trust companies 
is a comparatively new departure. In this state trust companies have given 
more attention to banking than the other branch of the business. because bank- 


ing is capable of quicker development. Trust business is necessarily of slow 
ecrowth. 


‘“It is generally conceded that banks are the most sensitive business barome- 
ters. Any disturbance in the varied industries or business activities at once 
affect the financial institutioos. They must prepare to meet emergencies and 
promptly adjust themselves to new conditions. 


‘‘The continual and rapid rise in the value of real estate in cities of our 
state has caused far more discontent than happiness. Ordinary business pro- 
fits are not enough and this makes people dissatisfied and all that can buy real 
estate. The stand of the banks not to lend money for such speculation has 
been the only wholesome restraint that it has met.’’ 


DETACHABLE VOUCHER DRAFT 


The present voucher draft used in settlement of accounts is objectionable 
for several reasons, the principal one being that it contains one or more awk- 
ward folds, and when a large account is stated in detail one or more sheets are 
added, which makes a cumbersome document to pass through the banks and 
gives information relative to prices, ete., which it is sometimes not desirable to 
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make public. The voucher draft used in the accounting department of the 
San Pedro road was designed to overcome these objections. 
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The voucher draft is perforated between the draft and the voucher state- 
ment, this separation being made by the payor before mailing both voucher 
statement and draft to the payee. On reecipt of these documents the payee 
checks the voucher statement with his records and retains it for future refer- 
ence. The draft is then deposited for collection. 


Under this method the banks handle a standard form of draft without any 
papers attached, and the statement of account, containing one or more sheets, 
remains with the payee. 

Many railroad companies and large corporations have refused to adopt the 
voucher draft because they did not desire to give disinterested parties unneees- 
sary information, and as a substitute, the ordinary voucher, requiring receipt 
of the payee is most commonly used and sometimes is paid by a bank check and 
in other cases, where the information shown on the voucher is unimportant, 
made a sight draft by the use of a rubber stamp, reading as follows:— 

‘‘When properly receipted this voucher becomes a sight draft, payable 
through ———— ——————— Bank’’ 

In the first case, the bank handles the check only, but the payee has to en- 
dorse the check and also receipt the voucher. The latter the payee frequent'y 
fails to do until a special request is made by the payor, and in many cases 
the original voucher is lost and duplicates are prepared and receipted. In 
some cases the payee cannot be located and the bank check is used as the 
receipt. 


When vouchers are made sight drafts by a rubber stamp, it is necessary for 
the bank to open and examine them very carefully, and for that reason this 
form of voucher draft is especially objectionable. 

The form used by the road can be used in payment of any and all ac- 
counts, it being understood that assignments, releases, contracts, deeds, agree- 
ments, ete., should be signed in the usual manner and reference to the same 
shown on the voucher statement. 


It is impractical to show full detailed information on every voucher; there- 
fore, it is the usual practice when an invoice covers a number of items, to give 
reference to the invoice date or number, as a means of identifying the account 
which the voucher pays, and the identification of the draft and the voucher 
statement used by me is made in the same manner, i. e., the draft refers to the 
number of the voucher on which the statement of account is shown. 


When first considered this may appear quite a departure from present 
practices, but a moment’s thought will convince anyone of its practicability, as 
there are a number of accounts which can not be stated on a single sheet, and, 
therefore, two or more voucher sheets are used, the total being carried for- 
ward. In such eases the receipt or draft portion on the additional voucher 
sheets is cancelled or cut off. The receipt or draft portion which is used reads: 
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‘In full settlement of the account stated above,’’ when, as a matter of fact, 


the account is only partially stated ‘‘above,’’ the rest of the account being 
stated on a separate sheet. 


In the forms I suggest this principle has been applied to all accounts, i. e., 
the account is stated on one document and the draft in payment of the account 
forms another document, each referring to the other. The bank endorsements 
fully protect the payor on all drafts paid through the banks, and proper en- 
dorsement is secured on all drafts paid in cash. 

The method of handling the detachable voucher draft is as follows:—The 
department preparing the voucher fills in on typewriter the voucher number, 
payee, and the account on the upper part, and the voucher number, payee and 
account, in figures and in writing, on the lower part. The stenographer with- 
out removing the voucher from the machine, inserts the distribution in space 
provided on the duplicate in plain view of all who handle the voucher. The 
voucher is then press-copied, which sets the ink and prevents alteration of 
the number payee and amount on the statement of account and laso on the 
draft 

When desired, a triplicate copy may at the same time be made for the 


department preparing the voucher, the duplicate being forwarded to the Au- 
ditor or other accounting official. 


The original voucher is folded over the duplicate, to which are attached 
all supporting papers in such a manner as to make a compact document which 
may be quickly handled by approving officials whose signatures appear on the 
duplicate as the Auditor’s authority for payment of the account. 


When vouchers pass through two or more departments, the departments 
dating stamp, which is usually shown on the back of vouchers, is on this form 
shown on the face in department order. When the voucher reaches the ac- 
counting official, it is verified and registered and the signature of the clerk 
performing these duties shown in space provided. The draft is then signed by 


the accounting official, original voucher and draft detached and forwarded to 
the disbursing officer. 


When the disbursing officer is ready to pay the amount the draft is num- 
bered, dated and bank on whom drawn inserted. The draft is then counter- 
signed by the Treasurer, Cashier or Teller, or other authorized official. The 
draft should then be detached from the statement and both mailed the payee. 
When the draft is returned through the bank paid, a bank check should be 
given to cover the drafts presented each day. 


This method very materially reduces and simplifies the work of the dis- 
bursing office. The records kept by the Auditor and Treasurer in connection 
with the detachable voucher drafts will be the subject of another article.

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SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS 


J. H. Thiry of Long Island City, N. Y., has prepared a report of the oper- 
ations of the school savings bank system to Jan. 1, 1907, the report being dated 
March, 1907. The system, it is stated, was established in 1885, and from the 
subjoined statistics it appears that the deposits to date aggregate $5,360,186 ; 
the withdrawals, $4,615,729, leaving the balance due $744,456. Mr. Thiry as- 
serts: ‘‘Careful computation shows that more than $15,000,000 has been 
saved by our public school pupils since the introduction in 1885 of the Euro- 
pean plan.”’ 

Each teacher collecting savings from the pupils is treated as a school sav- 
ings bank; hence, as shown, there are 5,523 banks in 1,016 schoolhouses, with 
186,862 depositors out of 453,473 pupils enrolled. New York leads in the 
volume of funds deposited, followed by Pennsylvania, Ohio, Massachusetts 
and Michigan in the order named. In savings, as evidenced by the balances 
due, Pennsylvania leads; second in the list being New York, followed by Ohio 
and Michigan. The table follows:

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WHERE DOES THE GOLD G0? 


Bankers and financial writers are expressing considerable concern over the 
increasing exports of gold, which have reached $29,000,000 since the movement 
started the last week in May and which, it is estimated, may amount to 
$35,000,000 before it ends. These experts contend that the bank reserves can not 
face such a drain conveniently, but while this condition will probably right it- 
self, discussion of it has started an interesting question as to what becomes of 
the vast amount of gold annually produced from the mines of the world. Of the 
new gold produced in the last ten years, a surprisingly large amount of it can 
be located. The New York Journal of Commerce has compiled the following 
tables giving the world’s gold production since 1896 together with the gold 
holdings of the government treasuries and banks of the leading countries in- 
cluding the national banks of the United States:

According to these figures, the banks and government treasuries hold less 
than one-half of the $3,000,000,000 of new gold added to the world’s supply 
in the last ten years. The director of the Mint estimates that gold to the 
value of $80,000,000 is annually consumed in the arts, while it was less than 
$60,000,000 ten years ago. Allowing, however, for the maximum figures for 
the whole decade, that would account for but $800,000,000 of a missing sum 
of about $1,700,000,00. It is contended that the people of the oriental coun- 
tries are much given to the hoarding of precious metals and that this may ae- 
count for much of the new gold apparently disappeared from the visible sup- 
ply. But the growth of the oriental countries in the material prosperity is 
not marked enough to warrant the belief that they have absorbed and secreted 
such a large proportion of the gold supply. It is far more probable that the 
gold used in the arts is underestimated. Our unprecedented industrial pros- 
perity in recent years must have added largely to such consumption of metal. 
At any rate, a difference of about $900,000,000 exists between the visible sup- 
ply of gold and the amount actually produced, and the great financial centers 
are now in active competition for all the gold available to add to their present 
stores. 
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BANKERS FIGHT EXPRESS COMPANIES 


In one of the most important cases yet filed with the interstate commerce 
commission under the new railroad rate law, the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion alleges that the express companies of the United States, through their 
power and facilities as common carriers, are usurping the prerogatives of the 
banking associations and at the same time are employing the capital of the 
banks of the country in the conduct of their business. 

It is alleged that the operations of the express companies in the conduct 
of their exchange business is seriously detrimental to the interests of the banks 
and that the use of the interstate facilities and the relations which the ex- 
press companies have with the railroads enable the companies seriously to dis- 
criminate against regular commercial operations of banking institutions. 

The complaint is directed against the Adams Express company, the United 
States Express company, the American Express company, the Pacific Express 
company, Wells-Fargo & Co., the Southern Express company, and the Great 
Northern Express comapny. 

The American Bankers’ association asserts that it is an association of 7,500 
banks, whose business is, among other things, the buying and selling of domes- 
tie and foreign exchange, and conducting other commercial transactions in- 
volving the transportations of money or credits. It is alleged that the defend- 
ant companies are engaged in dealing in exchange, both foreign and domes- 
tic, in every form, and that the defendants have encroached on this recognized 
business of the banks by buying and selling foreign money and transferring 
money by cable and by mail, thus conducting a general financial business. 

It is alleged that the defendants are competing unfairly and in a discrim- 
inatory ways with the banks and subjecting them to undue prejudice and disad- 
vantage, because the defendants, as common earriers, are able to transport 
moneys and eredits at a far lower rate than is paid by the banks, and that 
they are unjustly and unfairly using their powers as common carriers to get 
away from the banks the exchange business. 

It is asserted also that in the ordinary course of their business the banks 
are forced to cash express money orders and drafts without the charging of 
interest, thus supplying to the express companies the capital to compete with 
the banks in the transaction of their business. 

This situation, it is said, is brought about because the express companies 
do not keep on hand at their various offices a sufficient amount of money to 
meet the drafts and orders sent over their lines. 

It is maintained that these facts constitute a violation of the interstate com- 
merce act and the complainant association requests the interstate commerce 
commission to take such action as will prevent the defendant companies from 
violating the law and afford the complainant adequate protection against the 


alleged unfair and discriminatory operations of the express companies.

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TENNESSEE BANKS EXEMPTED 


According to an opinion submitted to 
Secretary of State John W. Morton by 
Attorney General Charles T. Cates, Jr., 
National banks in Tennessee will not be 
subject to the provisions of the act 
requiring all corporations to make an- 
nual reports to the Secretary of State 
and accompany the report with various sums 
of money, according to their capital stock. 
The question of whether or not National 
banks which are compelled to submit re- 
ports to the Government and are other- 
wise under the supervision of the Govern- 
ment officials would be forced to comply 
with the law has been agitated to some 
extent by the leading National banks 
throughout the State. In order to ascertain 
the relation which existed between them and 
the Federal Government a communication 
was addressed to the Comptroller of the 
Currency at Washington, in which all the 
particulars of the law were set forth with 
various suggestions, and he was requested 
to advise them in the matter. The reply 
of the Comptroller of the Currency was a 
victory for the National banks, inasmuch 
as he was of the opinion that National 
banks are exempted from the operations of 
the law. This opinion of a leading Gov- 
ernment official, in which the Attorney 
General of Tennessee concurs, will no doubt 
settle the matter as to the filing of Na- 
tional bank reports. Abiding by this opin- 
ion, Secretary of State John W. Morton 
will forthwith return all moneys paid into 


him by National banks in pursuance with 
the law. 


The Attorney General in his opinion also 
took occasion to refer to the amount of fees 
which should be collected. This question 
is one of the first of the defective points 
discovered and has been the basis of the 
first suit instituted to test the law. Several 
other defective points have been discovered 
among which is the fact that the Secretary 
of State is not authorized by the act to 
turn the fees over to the Treasurer and no 
provision is made as to what disposition 
shall be made of money collected. The 
questions, with others which may from time 
to time present themselves, will be sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General for his 
opinion. 

The opinion of Gen. Cates received by 
Mr. Morton Saturday is as follows: 


1. All corporations chartered under the 
laws of this State, and ‘‘each and every 
foreign corporation qualified to do and 
transact its business in the State of Ten- 
nessee in compliance with its laws requiring 
foreign corporations to file their charters 
with the Secretary of State’’ should make 
the reports provided and called for by said 
act; but educational and other similar in- 
stitutions having no capital stock, but in- 
corporated for the general welfare of so- 
ciety, are not required to pay a fee—in 
other words, there is no provision of said 
act requiring such corporations to pay a 
fee along with its report. 


2. You are authorized to collect fees 


from corporations coming within the pro- 
vision of said act in relation to fees as 
follows: 

Authorized capital stock up to and includ- 
ing $25,000, $5; up to and including $50,000 
$10; up to and including $100,000, $20; 
up to but not ineluding $250,000, $30; 
from and including $250,000 up to but not 
including $500,000, $50; from and inelud- 
ing $500,000, up to but not including 
$1,000,000, $100; including $1,000,000 and 
over, $150. 

3. It is very doubtful whether said act 
applies to National banks, because (a) 
said act refers only to those corporations 
chartered under the laws of this State, and 
foreign corporations qualified to transact 
business in this State in compliance with 
our statues requiring foreign corporations 
to file their charters with the Secretary 
of State, and a National bank is neither 
chartered under the laws of this State nor 
is it a foreign corporation in the sense 
that it is required to file its charter with 
the Secretary of State in order to entitle 
it to do business here; and (b) there 1s 
grave doubt whether it is competent for 
the State to require a National bank—that 
is, a bank chartered and organized under 
the general banking laws of the Federal 
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= to or a fee ba as is contemplated by 
t in question. 

~~ aap opinion, Chapter 434, of the 
Acts of 1907, applies only to corporations 
chartered under the laws of this State, al- 
though their business may be carried on 
wholly in another State. 





GARY EXPECTS DEPRESSION 


Former Judge E. H. Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation, who 
sailed for Europe last month, replied when 
he was asked how he viewed the financial 
and commercial outlook. 

‘<Tt would be surprising, if with the 
prevailing conditions there would not be 
some diminution in the volume of business 
during the rest of this year. The business 
of our own company in the last six months 
has exceeded that of the first six months 
of last year, and we know that 1906 was a 
big year. . 

‘¢T had all the presidents of our constitu- 
ent companies recently for a general talk 
over the situation before my departure. 
Every one was exceedingly optimistic. They 
could see nothing ahead but sound condi- 
tions and continued prosperity. Despite 
this, I look for some contraction. 

‘To begin with, next year is a presi- 
dential election year. This has always had 
the effect of causing the curtailment of or- 
ders the latter part of the preceding year, 
and the first part of the election year. 
Business men do not care to undertake new 
enterprises or order quite so heavily in the 
face of uncertain political conditions. 

‘The second point is that we have been 
doing too much business for the amount of 
money that has been available to finance 
our needs. It is well known that various 
corporations, among them many railroads, 
have had difficulty in securing capital re- 
quired to their continued growth on the 
seale that has prevailed. 

‘*The increase in the volume of money 
in the world has not kept pace with the in- 
crease in the volume of business. Compan- 
ies have not been able always to obtain 
funds to make the purchases they would 
like to make. This, necessarily, leads to a 
cutting down of orders. But the’ railroads 
and other corporations have been forced to 
continue to purchase large quantities of 
supplies to handle the traffic thrust upon 
them, even though compelled to pay very 
high rates for the money required. 

‘*T have seen signs also of a decrease in 
the amount of building activity, and I think 
that there will not be so many large struc- 
tures projected in the next six months, for, 
obviously, if going corporations find diffi- 
culty in meeting their ordinary demands, 
still greater obstacles are presented to the 
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men who would put through entirely new 
undertakings. 

**T think also that another contributing 
cause has been the investigations, expos- 
ures, and radical agitation that we have 
witnessed the last year or two.. These in- 
fluences have had a tendency to make in- 
vestors timid, and produce a feeling of dis- 
trust which must be reflected in the gen- 
eral financial conditions.’’ 

Judge Gary was asked whether he 
thought the tightening of the purse strings 
throughout the country was due more to 
the agitation than to an expansion of busi- 
ness, speculative and legitimate, beyond the 
country’s financial ability to carry. To this 
he replied: 

“*T think that up to the present time it 
is remarkable how little money has been 
driven into safety vaults by investigators 
and radicalism. Relatively small amounts 
appear on this account to have been locked 
up, but if violent agitation continues un- 
checked, naturally there will be more and 
more money withdrawn out of productive 


employment and locked up for the time 
being.’’ 





ILLINOIS TO CHECK ABUSES 


State Auditor J. S. McCullough of Tli- 
nois recently issued with his report of the 
condition, of state banks a copy of the 
amendment to the banking law passed by 
the last legislature. 

It is something which bank stockholders 
and bank directors will find considerable 
interest in studying, for it is intended to 
prevent certain abuses that have charac- 
terized the banking business. The fact, 
too, that the state auditor has been consid- 
erate enough to inclose a copy of the amend- 
ment with the regular report indicates a 
desire on his part to promote good bank- 
ing practice. The following is a pertinent 
paragraph. 

‘* Any officer, director, or employe of any 
bank or association organized under the 
provisions of this act who shall willfully 
and knowingly subscribe to or make, or 
cause to be made, any false statement with 
intent to deceive any person or persons au- 
thorized to examine into the affairs of such 
bank or association, upon conviction there- 
of, shall be punished by imprisonment of 
not less than one year nor more than ten 
years.’’ 

Another paragraph, which seems to 
make the auditor responsible for granting 
a charter, and consequently responsible for 
the unfitness of those shady characters who 
organize new banks, is as follows: 

‘¢The auditor may, in his discretion, with- 
hold the issuing of the said certificate, au- 
thorizing the said commencement of busi- 
ness, when he is not satisfied as to the 
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personal character and standing of the of- 
ficers or directors elected or appointed in 
accordance with sections 3 and 4 of this 
act; or when he has reason to believe that 
the bank is organized for any purpose other 
than that contemplated by this act.’’ 

Here is another paragraph that will be 
of interest: 

‘*Tt shall not be lawful for any bank to 
loan to its president, or to any of its vice 
presidents, or its salaried officers or em- 
ployes, or to any corporation and firms 
controlled by them or in the management 
of which any of them are actively engaged, 
until an application for such loan shall have 
been first approved, both as to security and 
amount, by the board of directors. ’’ 

It is a matter of regret that the Provine 
bill did not become a state law. It provided 
that the officers and directors of national 
banks should not be permitted to become 
officers and directors of state institutions. 


NEWSPAPERS GUARD BANKING 


Newspapers were characterized as the 
watchdogs of the public banking system at 
the sixth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks of Pennsylvania. This statement was 
made by Pierre Jay, Bank Commissioner of 
Massachusetts, in his address on the ‘‘ Uni- 
form Classification of Bank Reports.’’ 

‘‘There is nothing like a little newspaper 
publicity,’’ he said, ‘‘to compel banks and 
other financial institutions to keep up their 
reserve. In my opinion, there should be a 
uniform interstate law requiring all State 
banks to publish the par and market values 
as well as the book value of all the securi- 
ties that they hold.’’ 

In a plea for a sounder banking system, 
he said. ‘‘In general, it may be said that 
the laws of each State have been so framed 
as to develop the type of banking insti- 
tution most needed by that particular State. 
Now as to what a committee on uniform 
laws could or principally could not accom- 
plish, I am not prepared to say or even to 
guess. 

C. Stuart Patterson, president of the 
Western Saving Fund Society, delivered an 
address on ‘The Duty of Conservatism.’’ 
He asserted that conservative banking in- 
stitutions welcome increased government in- 
vestigation, but added that there are cer- 
tain local problems that should not be 
handled by the Federal Government but 
rather by the State government. 

Suggestions for the drawing a clearer 
distinctions between an ordinary trust com- 
pany and a saving fund association were 
made by Charles J. Rhoads, third vice 


president and treasurer of the Girard Trust 
Company of Philadelphia. 
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Addresses were also made by A. Schaef- 
er, Public Examiner of Minnesota; T. Col- 
lins, Commissioner of Banking of Montana, 
and William H. Smith, State Bank Exam. 
iner of this city. 


MUNICIPAL BONDS IN JUNE 


Municipal bonds disposals during June 
reached $20,917,568, as compared with $16,- 
644,732 for May of the current year and 
$21,686,622 for June, 1906, according to 
the Financial Chronicle. Temporary loans 
negotiated during the month and not in- 
cluded in these figures amounted to $18,- 
101,034. Canadian loans amounted to only 
$2,600. 

New York City offered $29,000,000 4 per 
cents for sale, but succeeded in disposing 
of only $2,121,840, in addition to which 
$249,000 per cents were placed with the 
city’s sinking funds. Philadelphia, how- 
ever, succeeded in selling $6,000,000 4 per 
cents, getting 100.27. St. Louis offered $2,- 
000, 000 of 3.65s and up to the end of June 
had disposed of $698,000. Mobile placed 
$2,000,000 414s. Several large offerings 
were made during the month that failed to 
attract satisfactory bids. Among these may 
be mentioned $1,300,000 414s by Fort Smith, 
Ark.; $992,000 4%4s by Oakland, Cal; 
$960,000 4s by Davidson County, Tenn.; 
$666,000 by Ithaca, N. Y.; $600,000 4s by 
Kansas City School District, Mo.; $591,000 
4s by Minneapolis, Minn., and $500,000 6s 
by St. Francis Levee District, Ark. 

The number of municipalities issuing 
bonds and the number of separate issues 
made during June, 1907, were 259 and 285 
respectively. This contrasts with 251 and 
320 for May, 1907, and 249 and 348 for 
June, 1906.

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CRITICISE BANKING STATUTE 


Colorado bankers completed their con- 
vention at a banquet on June 28 at Fort 
Collins, with Sterling B. Toney as toast- 
master. The association was addressed by 
F. B. Gibson of Denver, B. F. Clark and 
Dean W. L. Carlyle of Fort Collins; J. 
P. Miller of Lafayette, Huston Jones of 
Boulder, L. A. Goddard of Chicago and 
Colonel W. E. Skinner of Denver. 

At the evening session officers were elect- 
ed as follows. President, F. B. Gibson, 
Denver; vice president, Gordon Jones, Den- 
ver; secretary and treasurer, A. A. Reed, 
Boulder; executive committee, George A. 
Webb of Fort Collins, E. E. Smith of 
Rocky Ford and D. T. Stone of Grand Junc- 
tion. W. J. Evans of Colorado Springs 
was elected a member of the executive com- 
mittee to sueceed Gordon Jones. W. Allison 
was elected to attend the American bank- 
ers’ association convention at Atlantic City. 

The association voted to divide the state 
into districts and to have frequent meet- 
ings in these districts, for the purpose of 
perfecting better organization. The state 
law enacted recently was severely criticised, 
the bankers’ contention being that it would 
not accomplish the ends desired. J. C. Mil- 
ler of Lafayette stated that the prevention 
of rediscounting restricted the usefulness 
of banks to the people of the state and 
made the moving of large crops almost an 
impossibility. 

The putting of banks under the super- 
vision of the state through a bank exami- 
ner was enthusiastically indorsed by the 
members of the association as the best 
thing that had come to the banking busi- 
ness in Colorado. 

‘‘The day is past in Colorado,’’ said B. 
F. Clark, ‘‘when banks can be started with 
as little supervision on the part of the 
state as a churn factory. The time is com- 
ing when a competent bank examiner will 
demand that the alleged cash be counted 
before the institution is allowed to open its 
(oors. Lax methods on the part of the 
state is the cause of bank failures, since 
men like Imboden could embark in the 
banking business without a dollar.’’ 





WARN AGAINST LEGISLATION 


The seventeenth annual convention of 
the Ohio Bankers’ Association was called 
to order by the President, Thomas H. Wil- 
son, Viee President of the First National, 
of Cleveland, at Cincinnati on June 27. 


About six hundred delegates were pres- 
ent. 


Ex-Governor Myron T. Herrick, of Cleve- 
land; Colonel James R. Branch, New York, 
Secretary of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation and Prof. E. S. Meade, Philadelphia, 
of the University of Pennsylvania were 
among the financiers and economists who 
delivered addresses. 


Former Governor Herrick of Ohie, who 
is an officer of the Society for Savings, of 
Cleveland, addressed the bankers on ‘‘ Leg- 
islation and Progress.’’ 


*‘Tt is high time,’’ he said, ‘‘that we 
cease to litter our law books with meas- 
ures that restrict industry and give it a 
form so rigid as to be unsuited to natural 
developments, dwarfing growth and hamper- 
ing individual initiative, and confine our 
attention to the removal of excrescent 
growths, and the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will keep pace with the quickened 
evolution of the times, permitting and aid- 
ing the country to progress freely along the 
lines that have been so prolific of good in 
the past. 


‘‘The great increase and wide distribu- 
tion of wealth in recent years is bringing 
about the ‘peoplizing’ of corporations. 
Such publicity laws as are consistent with 
guarding legitimate business secrets and 
other helpful regulations are germain to the 
very nature of competitive industry. It is 
both proper and right that corporations 
should be regulated by law, but laws which 
by their terms assume the prerogatives of 
ownership are inconsistent with our form 
of government. 


‘*The financial needs of a railroad are 
usually imperative, and funds must be ob- 
tained, whatever the condition of the money 
market. If the railroad manager is to 
meet the exigencies of the times he must 
be given the widest latitude as to the na- 
ture of securities and of terms on which 
they are sold. 


‘*Simple_ restrictions as to watered 
stock, ete., are all that are essential to pro- 
tect the investing public. Unfortunately, 
it is not alone the owners of the property 
directly affected that are injured by inimi- 
eal legislation, but the many later on suffer 
from the effects of the disturbance, para- 
lyzation and disaster which follow in its 
wake. 


**TIntemperate and drastic reform meas- 
ures, however commendable*in purpose, tend 
to shake confidence and will in the end 
reinstate the reactionary. 
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‘*There is a general complaint, not with- 
standing the hundreds of millions of dollars 
that have been poured into railroad build- 
ing and improvement, that the roads are 
not keeping pace with the necessity for 
transportation. 

‘*At the present rate of increase, in 
twenty years, we have a population of 140,- 
000,000, and in forty years, nearly 200,- 
000,000 will live and have their being in 
the United States. The realization of this 
probability means a_ reorganization of 
American economic life. It will require, 
even in our time, practically a duplication 
of the present railroad facilities. 

‘*The necessity of approximately keeping 
pace with the demands for transportation 
forces the railroad question to the front— 
not only as a State, but as a National 
problem of the first magnitude. 

‘*TIt should be manifest that its solution 
lies along the line of inspiration of confi- 
dence by Congress and the Legislatures, 
and upon its correct and speedy solution 
depends much of our future strength. 


‘*The situation is not local, for there has 
been a world-wide stretching of credit. 
If to this is added legislation tending to 
undermine the faith of the investor in 
railroad securities the problem becomes well- 
nigh hopeless. While there are other causes 
the present low market value of securities 
would indicate that the general attack on 
these properties has had a tendency to 
righten the investor and to depreciate the 
value of the securities at a time when there 
should be such confidence as to invite in- 
vestment. 


‘Tt is essential, at the present time 
that there be no discouragement of capital, 
for unusual economic conditions exist. 


‘*While it is doubtless true that many 
industries and individuals are in better fi- 
nancial condition than ever before, it is 
also true that the country, as a whole, has 
more invested in unproductive enterprises 
than it can afford, end we are in a position 
where it is easy to precipitate a crisis or to 
bring about a depression, or both. 


‘Our whole system is in a susceptible 
condition and it may easily become infected 
by panic germs. This can be avoided only 
by extraordinary care. 

‘*Undoubtedly the situation calls for the 
calm consideration of the men of today, 
all men, because it relates to the general 
welfare and demands their assumption of a 
responsibility and a duty to the end that 
we may take no backward step. It is not 
the ‘‘stock gamblers’’ of Wall street who 
have caused this hesitation and uncertainty. 
Wall street is simply an indicator by which 
is registered the hopes and fears of millions 


of men, and just now it registers more of 
fear than of hope. 
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‘*We have marched up the hill of pro- 
gress as a united people, buoyant and hap- 
py. We have entered the citadel, now let 
us hold it. Delicate machinery requires 
expert handling. 

‘*The complex machinery of finance and 
commerce is easily disarranged. There is 
a difference of less than 15 per cent be- 
tween prosperity and adversity in this coun- 
try. <A decline of about 7 per cent in busi- 
ness will put more than two millions of 
men out of employment. The risk of being 
stopped by obstacles is greater when going 
at a high speed than in traveling slowly. 
We are now traveling at a high rate of 
speed.’? 

Following a long established custom, 
which recognizes merit and ability, E. W. 
Bixby of Ironton was elected president. 
Mr. Bixby is the former vice-president. 
A. E. Rice of Fremont was elected vice- 
president; W. J. Winters, Dayton, treas- 
urer, and S. B. Rankin, South Charleston, 
secretary, this being his eighteenth election 
to that office. The officers will not resume 
responsibility until November 1, when the 
fiscal year begins. 





LEGISLATION TO BE FEARED 


In a paper read before the State Bank- 
ers’ Association of Wisconsin recently, N. 
B. Van Slyke, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Madison adverted to the 
danger which may result from demagogie 
legislation against publie utility corpora- 
tions and exaggerated statements circulated 
by partisan writers, he said in conclusion: 

‘*When reason and _ practical-common- 
business-sense is finally restored, as ulti- 
mately it must be; when the persistent and 
too often unreasonable faultfinding in the 
management of our semi-public utilities and 
the popular raid against organized or com- 
bined capital subsides—without which no 
great enterprises could be carried on—and 
when the political demagogues cease unduly 
lauding labor merely to catch votes then, 
and not before, will the existing differences 
be mutually adjusted by the sober second 
thought of our people when realizing the 
effect of continued friction as detrimental 
to all classes alike. Notwithstanding we 
are seemingly on the crest of the wave of 
prosperity, the brewing storm forebodes 
danger. : 

‘‘The bitter and exaggerated magazine 
articles published, the hostile attitude of 
the press, the clamorous speeches that are 
being made to excite and antagonize classes 
—condemning all corporate management 


without a word of praise for benefits de- 
rived therefrom—this prevailing spirit of 
unrest should give us pause for we are fast 
approaching socialism if not anarchy, with 
its contempt and disregard for law, which 
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if much longer continued, will destroy as it 
has already crippled, the advancement of 
further progress for the betterment of all 
the employed no less than the employer. 

‘¢Were it not for these disturbances 
there would be no apparent cause to fear 
that adversity will soon overtake us—and 
why? Because the enormously increased 
production of gold—that uniform standard 
of measures of all values in every civilized 
part of the globe—proportionately increases 
the cost of both labor and commodities, 
there being no other thing except gold that 
is not subject to change in price, this uni- 
versal standard of values remaining always 
and everywhere the same, so that so long 
as mother earth continues to pour into our 
laps her millions of gold—absolute wealth, 
constantly enriching the world at large, of 
which we are a part, we do not anticipate 
misfortune. ’’ 


MANY BANKERS AT FRONTENAC 


Over 250 delegates of the New York 
State Bankers’ Association were in at- 
tendance at their fourteenth annual meet- 
ing held at Frontenac, N. Y., June 28. Re- 
ports of the eight group chairmen showed 
the several sub-divisions of the parent. asso- 
ciation to be in prosperous condition. Jef- 
ferson county came under Group 4, which 
also includes the counties of St. Lawrence, 
Lewis, Madison, Oneida, Oswego, Onondaga, 
Cayuga, Chenango, Cortland, Deleware, and 
Herkimer. Group 5, in the Albany district 
gave a very favorable report, one feature 
of which told of the annual group banquet 
held at Albany, at which 120 were present, 
the speakers including Governor Hughes 
and several leaders in finance. The associa- 
tion reaffirmed its decision not to admit 
trust companies to membership unless they 
maintain the same legal reserve as required 
of banks, The report of the treasurer 
showed a cash balance on hand of over $6,- 
284, with the past year’s receipts at $13,- 
822 and $3,104 received as premiums on 
surety bonds, one-half of the latter amount 
being placed to the credit of the protec- 
tive committee.

Bankers’ Association at Kineo, on June 17, 
officers for the ensuing year were elected 
as follows: C. D. Crosby of Bangor, pres- 
dent; Fred D. Hill of Bath, vice-president;

It was also proposed that an investiga- 
tion he had to determine whether or not 
there was uniformity of treatment of the 
Maine banks by those of the Boston clear- 
ing house, some of the members charging 
that there was discrimination being made 
in favor of some of the banks of the 
state. No place for the next annual meet- 
ing was determined upon, although Water- 
ville was the place generally agreed upon.

SIOUX CITY IS SELECTED 


Sioux City was chosen as the next con- 
vention city of the Iowa Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, which closed its twenty-first convention 
at Clinton, Ia., with the election of the 
following officers: President, H. M. Car- 
penter, of Monticello; vice-president, J. D.

A Chinese banking company, to do busi- 
ness in San Francisco, whose promoters are 
Oaklanders and attorneys from Petaluma, 
was incorporated last month with a capital 
of $1,000,000 as the Chinese Bank Invest- 
ment Company.

The principal feature is a 
white ground and a vignette of Michael 
Hillegas, who was chosen, jointly with 
George Clymer, treasurer of the colonies on 
July 29, 1775. 

The Lincoln Trust Company of New York 
elected Frank Tilford as president to sue- 
ceed Henry R. Wilson. Mr. Wilson resign- 
ed by reason of a desire to be relieved of 
active official duties in order to devote more 
time to personal affairs and to take an ex- 
tended vacation abroad. Mr. Tilford found- 
ed the Lincoln Trust Company in the fall 
of 1902. He has held the office of vice- 
president and chairman of the executive 
committee.

A new national bank was organized in 
Denver under the name of the Ceutral Na- 
tional which took over all the commercial 
business of the Central Savings Bank, which 
will continue to do a strictly savings and 
trust business. The two concerns will do 
business in the present quarters of the 
Central Savings, which increased it capital- 
ization to $250,000. The Central National 
was capitalized at $200,000. The new bank 
is being organized to permit the Central 
Savings to take advantage of the trust 
company law. 


An increase in the capital of the Ex- 
change National and First National Banks 
of Colorado Springs, Colo., voted by the 
stockholders of the respective institutions 
has been approved by the comptroller of 
eurrency. The capital of the First National 
Bank has been increased from $100,000 to 
$200,000, and its surplus to $300,000. The 
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eapital of the Exchange National bank was 
trebled to $300,000, its surplus being left 
at $200,000. Stockholders of the Com- 
mercial and Farmers’ National Bank, of 
Baltimore, increased the capital to $650,000. 

Statements of the Milwaukee state banks 
reported to the state bank examiner, show 
precisely the same tendencies as revealed 
in the reports of national banks. Since 
March 22, 1907, loans and deposits decreas- 
ed while cash resources increased, and total 
resources lost slightly. National banks de- 
creased loans more than deposits, but state 
banks decreased deposits more than loans 
since March 22, 1907. During the same in- 
American Institute of Bank Clerks, re- 
sources 3 per cent while national banks 
gained 8 per cent; total resources decreased 
1 to 2 per cent in both classes of banks. 


Many bankers are surprised at the data 
presented by the committee of the American 
which investigated the development reached 
by the banking end of the express business. 
It is stated that one express company, with 
headquarters in New York, does a larger 
check business than any bank in the United 
States. Its facilities for the purchase and 
sale of foreign exchange, it is pointed out, 
now exceeded those of any private bank 
or institution in the business. As an in- 
stance, each day, it appears, the local agents 
of the express company in distant cities are 
telegraphed the rates of exchange, which 
are sent to all the leading merchants, manu- 
facturers and shippers in their cities. 


The Bank of San Francisco has succeed- 
ed the Citizens’ National Bank. The 
purpose of the move is to _ permit 
the bank to transact a savings bank busi- 
ness in addition to the general commercial 
banking and to become closely affiliated 
with the Crocker National Bank, the direc- 
tors and shareholders of which are interest- 
ed largely in the Citizens’ National Bank 
and its successor, the Bank of San Fran- 
cisco. The capital and undivided profits of 
the Bank of San Francisco amount to $220,- 
000. The directors are: William H. Crock- 
er, George D. Cooper, James J. Fagan, Dr. 
A. H. Giannini, Thomas W. Huntington, 
E. E. Johnson, Hugo D. Keil, W Frank 
Pierce, John E. Quinn, Henry T. Scott and 
Albert W. Sutton. 





ABERDEEN BANK WINS CASE 


Judge Carland of Aberdeen, S. DB: Tat 
month handed down a decision in the 
case of the United States Express company 
vs. the Aberdeen National Bank and the 
South Dakota Railroad Commission, in 
which the order issued by the railroad com- 
mission in favor of the Aberdeen bank is 
sustained. 

The case is one of the most important 
that has come before Judge Carland in 
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some time and has attracted much atten- 
tion from the legal fraternity of the state 
as well as the banking people. The decision 
says: The purpose of the action is to en- 
join the enforcement against the United 
States Express company of an order made 
by said board of railroad commissioners 
on August 11, 1905, in the following terms: 
‘Ordered that said defendant, United States 
Express company, accept and receive at its 
said office from the petitioners, The Aber- 
deen National Bank, at Aberdeen, S. D., 
all monies, specie and currency tendered 
said defendant by the said petitioners for 
shipment to the points named in said peti- 
tion, in the state of South Dakota, upon 
payment of the charges therefor at its 
office at Aberdeen, S. D., at any and all 
reasonable business hours of the day pre- 
ceding the departure of said trains so leav- 
ing Aberdeen at the hours of 6, 7 and 7:45 
a. m. Further ordered that said United 


- States Express company comply with the 


above order within ten days from and after 
the service of this order upon said com- 
pany.’ Dated August 11, 1905. 

It appears the express company did not 
wish to assume the responsibility of holding 
the money in its office over night which 
the bank people delivered to it for shipment 
to points out of town, and refused to accept 
it unless it was brought to its office before 
the trains left in the morning. The bank 
took the matter to the railroad commission- 
ers who issued the order above given, where- 
upon the express company carried the case 
to court, with the result above noted, Judge 
Carland upholding the order of the railroad 
commissioners. He holds the express com- 
pany to be common carriers, and as such, 
under the law, must provide such conven- 
ience for the transportation of business as 
shall be necessary.

Atlaita, Ga.—A bill authorizing the board 
of county commissioners to eall an election 
to decide on the issuance of $500,000 bonds 
for the new county courthouse will be in- 
troduced in the legislature during the pres- 
ent session. 


Austin, Tex.—The attorney general’s de- 
partment approved a $2,500 issue of Godley 
independent school district house bonds. 


Austin, Tex.—A meeting of the state 
school board was held to consider the pur- 
chase cf an issue of $200,000 San Antonio 
school bonds.
